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MEMBERSHIP,  MEETINGS,  PUBLICATIONS. 


Members. — All  the  Bishops  and  other  Clergymen  of  the  Church.  The  Lay  Deputies 
to  the  General  Convention,  and  all  other  members  of  the  Church  who  shall  contribute 
not  less  than  one  dollar  annually  to  its  funds. 

Life  Members. — Every  member  of  the  Church  contributing  the  sum  of  thirty  dollars 
at  one  payment.  A life  member  is  entitled  to  two  dollars’  worth  of  the  Society’s  publi- 
cations annually. 

Honorary  Managers. — Every  member  of  the  Church  contributing  fifty  dollars  at  one 
payment.  An  honorary  manager  is  entitled  to  three  and  a half  dollars’  worth  of  its  pub- 
lications annually. 

Patrons. — Every  member  of  the  Church  contributing  one  hundred  dollars  at  one 
payment.  A patron  is  entitled  to  seven  dollars’  worth  of  its  publications  annually. 

No  privileges  of  this  kind  accumulate  from  year  to  year — not  being  available  for  any 
year  that  has  expired. 

The  Society’s  catalogue  contains  about  four  hundred  and  seventy-five  volumes  in  its 
Juvenile,  Sunday-School  and  Parish  Libraries. 

It  also  publishes  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  Catechisms,  Question  Books 
Tracts,  and  other  Sunday-School  and  Parochial  requisites. 

It  publishes  the  “Children’s  Magazine’’  monthly,  at  twenty-five  cents  per  annum, 
also  “ The  Children’s  Guest’’  twice  a month,  to  begin  January  1st,  1860,  at  SI  per 
annum  for  6 copies.

Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board. — At  the  time  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  “Boar 
of  Missions,”  in  the  City  of  New-York,  or  such  other  place  as  may  be  designated. 

Meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee.— On  the  Tuesday  after  the  Epiphany,  the  first 
Tuesday  in  March,  the  Thursday  in  Easter  week,  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  the  second 
Tuesday  in  September,  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  and  the  day  of  the  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  of  Managers,  before  and  after  said  meeting,  at  such  time  and  place  as 
they  from  time  to  time  shall  order.

This  being  the  time  and  place  appointed,  the  Eleventh  Triennial 
Meeting  of  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union 
and  Church  Book  Society  was  held  in  St.  Paul’s  Church,  Richmond, 
in  accordance  with  By-Law  III.  of  the  Society.  A constitutional 
number  of  members  being  found  to  be  present,  Bishop  Kemper  took 
the  chair,  and  opened  the  meeting  with  the  customary  devotions  from 
the  Prayer-Book. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  Vinton,  a Committee  was  appointed 
to  nominate  a Board  of  Managers  for  the  ensuing  three  years.  Rev. 
Dr.  Vinton,  Rev.  Mr.  Tuttle,  and  Rev.  Mr.  Harriman  were  named 
by  the  chair  as  this  Committee.

On  motion,  the  Society  concurred  with  the  Board  of  Managers  in 
changing  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
to  correspond  with  the  time  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Missions. 

On  motion  of  the  Rev.  I.  IT.  Tuttle,  the  Rev.  Wm.  Watson,  the 
special  agent  of  the  Society,  was  unanimously  elected  Secretary  of 
the  Society. 

Mr.  George  L.  Duyckinck  was  unanimously  re-elected  Treasurer. 

The  hour  having  arrived  to  attend  Divine  Service,  and  hear  the 
Triennial  Sermon  in  behalf  of  the  Society,  the  meeting  adjourned  for 
this  purpose  to  meet  the  next  evening,  at  seven  o’clock,  at  the  same 
place. 

Divine  Service  was  performed  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  F.  Vinton  and  the 
Rev.  Dr.  Lay.  The  sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Coxe, 
D.  D.,  after  which  a collection  was  made  to  supply  destitute  Sunday 
Schools  in  the  West  with  our  books.

The  Society  met  according  to  adjournment. 

The  Bishop  of  Alabama  took  the  chair,  and  opened  the  meeting 
with  appropriate  collects. 
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Bishop  Atkinson  offered  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions, 
which,  after  discussion,  were  passed  unanimously: 

Whereas,  there  are  rich  stores  of  English  literature,  which  need 
only  the  approval  of  the  Society  to  render  them  available  for  the 
Church’s  use  ; and,  Whereas,  it  is  impossible  for  one  Editor  and  Book 
Committee  to  prepare  books  for  the  press  as  rapidly  as  the  demands 
of  the  Church  require  ; therefore  : 

Resolved,  That  a fourth  section  be  added  to  the  seventh  By-Law  of 
the  Society,  which  shall  read  as  follows: 

“ § 4.  The  Board  of  Managei’S  shall  also  appoint,  at  each  Annual 
or  Triennial  Meeting,  a Committee  of  General  Literature,  of  three 
members,  one  of  which  shall  always  be  a Bishop. 

“ It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  select  and  prepare  books 
and  tracts  for  adults  ; also  Commentaries  and  Books  of  Family  and 
Private  Devotion  ; and  all  such  publications,  recommended  in  wri- 
ting by  this  Committee,  shall,  upon  being  approved  by  the  Executive 
Committee,  be  placed  upon  the  Society’s  Catalogue  as  ‘ Approved 
Books.’  ” 

On  motion,  the  Society  adjourned  to  attend  a meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  in  the  same  place  ; and  on  the  adjournment  of  the 
Board,  the  Society  re-assembled  and  continued  its  session. 

On  motion,  the  Bishop  of  North  Carolina,  the  Rev.  A.  A.  Wat- 
son, of  the  same  Diocese,  the  lion.  S.  Huntington,  and  H.  P.  Bald- 
win, Esq.,  were  added  to  the  Committee  “ on  the  management  and 
condition  of  the  Society,”  appointed  at  the  last  Triennial  Meeting, 
October  14th,  1856. 

The  time  having  arrived  for  the  Public  Meeting,  at  which  the  Re- 
port was  to  be  read  and  address  made  in  support  of  the  resolutions 
appended  thereto,  the  Society  adjourned  to  attend  the  same. 

The  attendance  at  the  meeting  was  large  both  on  the  part  of  the 
Clergy  and  Laity. 

Bishop  Mead  took  the  chair  and  gave  out  a part  of  the  114th 
Hymn,  after  the  singing  of  which,  a few  appropriate  collects  were 
said. 
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The  Rev.  I.  H.  Tuttle  then  read  the  Eleventh  Triennial  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  with  the  resolutions  appended,  as  follows  : 

ELEVENTH  TRIENNIAL  REPORT. 

The  past  three  years  have  been  tilled  with  trials,  with  changes, 
and  with  blessings.  The  Society  was  deeply  in  debt,  under  ruinous 
expenses,  in  a most  unfavorable  location,  and  receiving  very  little  aid 
and  sympathy  from  the  Church.  Its  liabilities  were  more  than 
$36,000;  its  sales  only  $21,000  per  annum;  while  its  expenses 
were  $7,000  per  annum.  Of  course,  the  profits  on  these  meagre 
sales  were  too  small  to  pay  the  expenses.  At  the  lowest  calcu- 
lation, the  business  of  the  Society  was  conducted  at  an  expenditure 
above  its  profits  of  $3,000  per  annum,  and  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt,  alone,  increased  this  deficiency  by  at  least  $1,800  more  ; making 
the  total  deficiency  nearly  $5,000  per  annum.  Its  indebtedness  was, 
therefore,  rapidly  increasing,  and  threatened  the  very  existence  of 
the  Institution.  This  state  of  its  affairs  aroused  its  friends  to 
action. 

At  the  last  Triennial  Meeting,  and  immediately  after  it,  efforts 
were  made  for  its  relief.  They  were  so  far  successful,  that  pledges 
were  made,  which  have  since  been  redeemed  to  the  amount  of 
$12,000.  Two  railroad  bonds  of  $1,000  each,  were  also  given. 
Special  Agents  were  also  appointed  to  solicit  contributions,  and 
appeals  were  made  from  time  to  time  through  circulars  and  periodi- 
cals, and,  by  these  means,  some  $12,000  more  were  obtained.  This 
liberality  on  the  part  of  the  Church  was  met  with  spirit  and  energy 
on  the  part  of  the  Society.  The  Lease  which  burdened  the  Institu- 
tion, with  a rent  of  $2,500  per  annum,  in  a most  unfavorable  locality, 
and  having  five  years  still  to  run,  was  cancelled  ; other  premises 
were  obtained,  and  other  necessary  changes  made,  at  a heavy  expend- 
iture. The  immediate  outlay  for  these  purposes,  amounting  to  about 
$3,000,  necessarily  increased  the  debt  to  that  amount  without  increas- 
ing the  assets  in  any  way. 

These  changes  caused  a temporary  diminution  of  business,  and 
created  a necessity  for  a large  expenditure  in  advertising,  to  make 
known  the  new  books  and  new  address  of  the  Depository.  But  these 
sacrifices,  which  were  made  to  place  the  Society  in  a better  position? 
were  judicious  and  economical,  as  the  result  plainly  shows. 
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The  new  Depository  was  fitted  up,  and  the  stock  removed  to  its 
shelves,  in  the  summer  of  1857.  The  business  immediately  began  to 
increase,  and  promised  a period  of  prosperity  to  the  Society.  But  the 
clouds  again  gathered  darkly  over  its  horizon.  The  great  financial 
revulsion  of  that  autumn  found  the  Society  but  poorly  prepared  for 
the  storm.  The  pledges  made  at  the  General  Convention,  during  the 
preceding  fall,  were  still  mainly  unpaid.  The  funded  debt,  re- 
quiring its  interest  and  regular  instalments  of  its  principal  to  be 
paid,  and  a floating  debt  larger  than  ever,  and  maturing  in  the  very 
crisis,  demanded  prompt  action  and  powerful  aid  to  save  the  Society’s 
credit  and  the  honor  of  the  Church. 

With  profound  gratitude  to  God,  we  are  able  to  report  that  friends 
were  found  both  able  and  willing.  The  Corporation  of  Trinity 
Church,  and  the  Society  for  Promoting  Eeligion  and  Learning  in  the 
State  of  New -York,  each  furnished  §5,000,  as  a loan  for  five  years 
upon  interest.  This  seasonable  aid  enabled  the  Society  to  meet  its 
obligations,  and  the  great  storm  which  prostrated,  for  a time,  the 
credit  of  the  country,  paralyzing  its  energies  and  scattering  every- 
where wrecks  of  the  oldest  and  strongest  commercial  houses,  passed 
by,  leaving  our  beloved  Society  not  only  unharmed,  but  stronger  and 
more  prosperous  than  before. 

During  the  two  years  since  that  period  its  business  has  steadily 
and  rapidly  increased,  its  field  of  operations  has  enlarged,  and  its 
means  of  usefulness  to  the  Church  have  been  greatly  augmented. 

It  has  added  to  its  list  of  publications  in  the  past  three  years,  from 
October,  1856,  to  October  1,  1859,  one  hundred  and  fifty  books,  as 
follows,  viz. :

But  while  the  sales  have  thus  more  than  doubled  in  the  past  three 
years,  the  expenses  for  rent,  salaries,  clerk-hire,  advertising,  insurance, 
express  charges,  gas,  fuel,  postage,  wrapping  paper,  &c.,  have  increased 
from  $7,000  per  annum  to  only  $9,000  per  annum.  We  pay  a rent 
for  the  whole  building  at  762  Broadway  of  $1,750.  We  have  let 
the  second  and  third  stories  at  $1,000  per  annum,  and,  since  May 
last,  have  let  the  fourth  story  and  attic  for  $200  per  annum,  leaving 
only  $550  as  the  rent  of  the  Depository.  This  low  rent,  however, 
cannot  long  continue.

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This  statement  shows  that  the  assets  of  the  Society,  reckoned  at 
cost,  have  increased  during  the  past  three  years  from  $72,210  99  to 
$85,490  97,  or  $13,243  98,  while  the  liabilities  have  increased  from 
$36,622  54,  to  $38,804  12,  or  $2,181  58,  showing  a net  improve- 
ment in  the  property  of  the  Society  of  $11,062  40. 

The  funded  debt  of  the  Society  (or  that  on  which  it  pays  interest) 
has  been  gradually  diminished,  while  the  floating  debt  has  been  tem- 
porarily increased,  making  the  total  as  stated  above.  The  increase 
of  the  business  from  $20,000  to  $50,000  per  annum,  necessarily  re- 
quires this  larger  use  of  credit.  We  must  now  keep  more  paper  on 
hand,  more  books  on  the  shelves,  and  have  larger  balances  against 
booksellers  and  others  who  have  been  allowed  a short  credit.  If 
there  is  an  apparent  increase  of  debt,  there  is  a real  income  of  means 
of  meeting  it,  so  that  the  floating  debt  and  the  interest  on  the  funded 
debt,  together  with  instalments  of  the  principal,  are  promptly  paid  as 
they  become  due. 

The  total  contributions  to  the  Society  during  the  past  three  years, 
including  pledges  redeemed,  annual  subscriptions,  collections  in 
churches  and  Sunday  schools,  contributions  to  the  Sunday  School  Aid 
fund,  and  the  Publication  fund,  arid  life  memberships,  and  two  rail- 
road bonds  of  $1,000  each,  which  are  still  held  by  the  Society,

The  above  statements  show  that  the  Society  has,  in  the  past  three 
years,  extricated  itself  from  the  adverse  circumstances  of  its  position 
in  1856,  has  borne  the  expense  of  moving  its  stock,  fitting  up  and 
advertising  its  new  Depository,  has  paid  the  interest  on  its  funded 
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debt,  and  regular  instalments  of  the  principal,  has  given  with  a 
liberal  hand  to  feeble  parishes  and  missionary  stations,  and  still  shows 
a net  improvement  of  its  assets  (reckoned  at  cost)  of  $11,000. 

But  the  real  work  of  the  Society  for  the  last  three  years  cannot 
be  stated  in  dollars  and  cents.  Neither  can  its  present  condition  be 
adequately  expressed  in  figures. 

Go  into  our  Sunday  Schools,  examine  the  Question  Books,  the 
Libraries,  the  Gift  Books,  at  Christmas  and  Easter ; go  to  the  West- 
ern Missionary  and  ask  him  what  books  he  uses  and  needs  the  most ; 
go  into  the  best  instructed  Church  families  in  every  part  of  the  land  ; 
and,  not  only  the  general  usefulness  of  this  Institution  will  appear, 
but  its  extreme  importance,  its  absolute  necessity  in  carrying  on  the 
Parochial  and  Missionary  Work  of  the  Church.  The  numerous  and 
pressing  applications  for  grants  to  Sunday  Schools  in  all  parts  of 
the  country;  the  5,000  letters  received  during  the  past  year  from 
clergymen,  laymen,  women,  and  children  ; the  rapid  increase  of  the 
sales  as  the  list  has  increased  ; the  widely-extended  circulation  of  our 
books  in  quarters  where  they  were,  till  lately,  unknown,  are  the  best 
indexes  of  the  past  work,  present  condition,  and  future  prospects  of  the 
Society. 

It  is  very  evident  that  this  Institution  is  just  entering  upon  a ca- 
reer of  more  extended  usefulness  and  more  commanding  influence. 
Why  should  not  its  imprint  be  sought  by  all  the  publishers  of  good 
books?  Why  may  it  not,  hereafter,  place  the  stamp  of  the  Church’s 
approval  upon  hundreds  of  books  published  wholly  by  private  enter- 
prise ? Why  may  it  not  release  itself  from  all  rivalry  and  jealousy 
of  the  Trade,  and  gain  the  good  will  of  all  publishers  as  their  most 
powerful  patron,  whose  approval  on  the  title-page  of  a book  will 
secure  its  success  and  make  it  a profitable  enterprise?  The  great 
Book  Society  of  the  Church  has  no  occasion  to  conflict  either  with 
private  Publishers  or  Diocesan  Publishing  Societies.  Its  plan  being 
more  comprehensive  and  its  field  wider,  it  can  take  all  legitimate 
Societies  by  the  hand  and  give  their  approved  publications  a circula- 
tion as  wide  as  the  Church  herself.  The  excellent  Tracts  published 
by  local  Societies,  the  Prayer  Books  published  by  individual  or  Dio- 
cesan efforts,  the  best  religious  and  theological  works  of  private 
publishers,  may  all  meet  upon  the  Society’s  shelves,  perhaps  stand 
together  upon  the  Society’s  Catalogue,  and  go  with  the  Society’s 
books  to  every  parish  in  the  land.  And  why  may  not  the  rich  and 
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varied  stores  of  our  Mother  Church  he  added  to  our  own  1 Why 
should  not  the  Catalogue  of  the  London  Society  for  Promoting 
Christian  Knowledge,  accompany  ours,  and  offer  its  abundant  provision 
for  almost  every  want  of  the  Family,  the  Parish,  and  the  Sunday 
School,  its  cheap  but  substantial  and  unmutilated  Bible,  its  excellent 
Commentaries,  its  hundreds  of  Sunday  School  Books  and  Tracts,  its 
splendid  array  of  Scripture  Prints  and  Illustrations,  its  immense 
variety  of  Sunday  School  and  Parochial  requisites  1 And  even  all 
this,  if  fully  realised,  will  not  satisfy  the  wants  of  the  Church  and  the 
times.  We  must,  sooner  or  later,  provide  more  wholesome  books  for 
the  Schools  of  our  land.  We  want  Class  Books”  and  “ Leaders, ” 
which  shall  give  as  much  prominence  at  least  to  the  Church  of  C od, 
and  its  Founder,  as  to  the  heroes  and  statesmen  and  victories  of  the 
world.  We  want  Dictionaries  that  shall  not  define  “ Catholic”  by 
“ Roman.”  We  want  Geographies  which  shall  not  appropriate  all 
that  is  Catholic  in  the  world,  to  the  Roman  schism. 

In  short,  we  want  a system  of  Common  School  Books  which  shall 
not  falsify  all  history,  which  shall  not  defame  the  Church  on  every  page, 
and  contradict  the  most  cherished  sentiments  of  her  loyal  children. 

The  Society  invites  the  scrutiny  of  the  Church  to  its  accounts  and 
its  balance  sheet.  No  Institution  of  the  kind  can  afford  to  lose  sight 
of  these.  Both  justice  and  prudence  require  accuracy  of  accounts, 
and  that  a reasonable  attention  to  economy  be  paid,  and  that  all 
expenditures  be  avoided  which  involve  the  Society  in  serious  risk. 
Nor  can  the  confidence  of  the  Church,  in  its  condition,  be  expected 
upon  any  other  terms. 

But  the  Society  can  never  fulfil  its  high  purposes  if  treated  merely 
as  a commercial  concern.  So  long  as  Churchmen  look  to  its  balance 
sheet  alone  to  learn  its  success,  its  efforts  must  be  feeble  and  the 
result  unsatisfactory. 

It  was  not  formed  merely  to  keep  a book-store,  or  to  publish  for 
the  ordinary  gains  of  business.  To  be  really  successful,  it,  must  first 
be  appreciated  in  its  true  character  as  a great  instrument  of  the 
Church  in  her  Parochial  and  Missionary  work.  It  must  be  regarded 
as  one  of  her  great  educational  institutions.  It  must,  moreover,  en- 
deavor to  place  its  publications  within  the  reach  of  the  poor,  and,  so 
far  as  practicable,  to  aid  the  Missionaries  of  the  Church  by  grants  of 
books  for  gratuitous  distribution.  But,  without  capital,  it  cannot  be 
expected — at  least,  for  the  present — to  do  this,  and,  moreover,  meet 
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its  inevitable  expenses  by  the  profits  of  its  book  trade  alone.  The 
annual  contributions  of  the  Church  are  indispensable  for  this  pur- 
pose. Nor  should  its  founders  and  benefactors  look  mainly  for  pecu- 
niary returns  any  more  than  those  of  a college,  a public  Library,  or 
a Theological  Seminary.  They  have  other  and  higher  aims.  They 
designed  it  for  an  educational,  a Missionary,  a charitable  Institution 
by  which  the  Church  would  nurture  her  own  children,  instruct  those 
who  “ oppose  themselves,”  win  those  who  are  prejudiced,  and  bring 
all  to  the  obedience  of  faith.  In  this  light  it  is,  and  has  been,  suc- 
cessful beyond  the  power  of  human  computation.  Its  influence,  this 
moment,  upon  myriads  of  children,  youth,  and  grey- haired  men,  in 
our  schools  and  churches,  is  incalculable.  It  has  moulded  their  char- 
acters for  time  and  eternity. 

As  stewards,  therefore,  over  this  treasure  of  the  Church,  we  report 
its  condition — we  remind  you  of  its  objects,  and  we  boldly  ask  for 
aid.  W e call  upon  the  wealthy  for  liberal  contributions  and  legacies  ; 
we  call  upon  all  for  regular  donations  ; we  emphatically  call  upon 
the  Sunday  Schools  and  the  children  of  the  Church,  for  whose  espe- 
cial benefit  this  Institution  was  first  organized,  to  unite  their  ten 
thousand  mites,  and  support  it  as  their  own  Missionary  Society.  They 
can  alone  support  it,  if  they  choose  ; and  they  will,  we  trust,  here- 
after, show  their  appreciation  of  its  work  by  remembering  it  in 
making  their  stated  contributions.  We  ask  and  claim  the  aid  of  all 
classes  in  the  Church,  both  now  and  hereafter — -not  because  the  Society 
ks  in  debt,  but  because  the  Society  is  necessary  for  the  due  progress  of 
the  Church.  We  ask  for  tenfold  more  than  has  ever  yet  been  given  ; 
we  ask  for  means  to  cause  more  books  to  be  written,  and  more  to  be 
published.  We  ask  for  means  to  send  these  books  and  Book  Mission- 
aries to  every  part  of  the  land,  and  especially  in  those  regions  where 
the  Church  must,  otherwise,  be  unknown  for  years  to  come.  We 
want  to  send  them  before  ^ie  Missionary,  with  the  Missionary,  and 
after  the  Missionary,  with ^no  stinted  hand;  and  we  trust  that  this 
appeal  will  not  be  made  in  vain.  We  hope  to  return  from  this 
meeting  with  assurances  that  Churchmen  will,  hereafter,  render  an 
adequate  support  to  this  glorious  work.  The  Board,  therefore,  sub- 
mits the  following  resolutions : 

1.  Resolved,  That  this  Society  holds  a position  and  is  performing 
an  office  as  Educator  of  the  people,  of  the  highest  importance  to 
the  Church  and  country. 
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2.  Resolved,  That  in  operating  widely  and  effectually  to  counter- 
act the  evils  of  a corrupt  literature,  this  Institution  has  a claim  on 
every  patriot  and  Christian. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book 
Society  is  an  indispensable  auxiliary  to  the  Mission  Work  of  the 
Church. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  see  in  the  largely  increased  demand  for  the 
publications  of  this  Society,  evidence  of  confidence  in  its  work,  and 
an  earnest  of  more  extended  usefulness 

5.  Resolved,  That  the  circulation  of  good  books,  and  especially 
those  containing  the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  Church,  should 
no  more  be  confined  to  their  sales,  than  Missionary  efforts  should  be 
to  those  who  apply  for  them,  and,  therefore,  this  Institution  is  en- 
titled to  the  liberal  support  of  the  Church, 

6.  Resolved,  That  this  Institution,  acting  as  Examiner,  Coiner, 
and  Custodian,  of  what  should  become  permanent  Christian  litera- 
ture— thus  rescuing  many  excellent  books  from  ephemeral  service — 
is  performing  a most  valuable  office  to  coming  generations.

Bishop  De  Lancey  offered  the  following  resolutions,  the  first  two 
of  which  were  passed  at  this  meeting : 

Resolved , That  the  Society  approves  of  the  adoption  of  the  cash 
principle  by  the  Executive  Committee  in  its  retail  sales,  and  recom- 
mends its  application  to  booksellers  as  far  as  practicable. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  for  the  Society  to  establish  Local 
Depositories  at  its  own  risk,  and,  therefore,  it  is  recommended  that 
Local  Committees  be  formed  to  provide  the  means  to  establish  and 
supply  such  Depositories. 


Resolved,  That  we  approve  of  the  adoption  of  books  ot  other  pub- 
lishers, and  of  issuing  them  with  our  imprint,  a*  tending  to  enlarge 
our  resources  and  increase  the  circulation  of  our  books,  and  that  the 
agent  be  authorized  to  dispose  of  editions  of  our  books  to  other  pub- 
lishers with  their  imprint. 
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This  last  resolution  was  discussed  by  several  members  of  the  So- 
ciety, and,  on  motion,  was  postponed  to  the  next  meeting.

Several  Bishops  and  other  Clerical  and  Lay  members  were  present.

Bishop  McCoskry  took  the  chair,  and  opened  the  meeting  with  ap- 
propriate devotions. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  and  approved. 

Bishop  De  Lancey,  as  chairman  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the 
Convention  of  1856,  “ On  the  Condition  and  Management  of  the 
Society,”  presented  the  following  report  and  resolution,  which  were 
accepted  : 

“ The  Committee  to  whom  the  Triennial  Report  was  committed, 
respectfully  report : 

“ That  they  have  examined  the  Triennial  Report,  with  the  ex- 
planations of  the  agent,  in  as  much  detail  as  was  practicable,  and 
believe  that  the  following  are  correct  statements  in  regard  to  the 
affairs  of  the  Institution  : 

I.  That  the  suggestions  of  the  Committee  appointed  at  the  last 
meeting  of  the  Society  were  promptly  met  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
lee,  and  such  changes  were  effected  as  promised  improvement  in  the 
practical  and  economical  management  of  the  Institution. 

II.  That  the  Depository  in  New-York  has  been  removed  to  a more 
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eligible  position,  and  that  the  cost  of  the  removal,  which  was  $3,000, 
will  not  occur  over  again. 

III.  That  the  rent  has  been  reduced  from  nearly  82,500,  to 
$550. 

IVr.  That  the  sales  have  increased  from  $20,000  per  annum,  to 
about  $50,000. 

V.  That  the  assets  of  the  Society  have  increased  from  $72,000  to 
885,000. 

VI.  That  while  the  assets  of  the  Society  have  increased  $13,000, 
the  debt  is  increased  only  $2,000,  making  a net  increase  of  $11,000 
in  the  assets. 

YIL  That  renewed  confidence,  enlarged  patronage,  and  increase  of 
friends,  have  marked  the  operations  of  the  last  three  years. 

YIII.  That  the  profits  of  the  business  will  support  the  incidental 
expenses  of  the  Depository,  as  to  rent,  salaries,  &c.,  &c.,  and  thus  re- 
lieve us  of  the  payment  of  the  $3,000  for  such  purpose. 

IX.  That  the  debt  of  the  Institution  consists  of  two  parts,  viz.  : 

1.  The  Funded  debt  of  $18,000. 

2.  The  Floating  or  Business  debt,  which  is  a fluctuating  debt 
varying  from  month  to  month,  according  to  the  amount  of  business, 
and  is  at  this  time  about  $20,000. 

X.  That  the  Institution  must  look  to  the  Church  for  means  to 
diminish  the  remaining  debt  and  to  pay  the  interest  on  it;  to  provide 
the  means  of  aiding  the  feeble,  destitute,  infantile  parishes,  with  our 
publications,  and  enlarge  its  business  by  stereotyping  books  of  perma- 
nent value. 

XI.  T1  mt  there  ought  to  be  raised  by  the  Church  at  least  $5,000 
per  year,  to  give  the  requisite  efficiency  and  usefulness  to  the  Society, 
and  to  meet  the  rapidly  increasing  wants  of  the  Church  in  this  de- 
partment. 

“ The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolution  ; 

“ Resolved,  That  with  humble  thankfulness  to  God  for  the  improve- 
ment in  the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  Society,  it  is  warmly  com- 
mended to  the  confidence,  patronage,  and  prayers  of  the  members  of 
the  Church  in  every  diocese.

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The  Rev.  Mr.  Hoffman  offered  the  following  resolutions,  which 
were  passed : 

Resoloed,  That  the  thanks  of  this  Society  be  presented  to  the  Rev. 
Dr.  Coxe  for  his  able  and  eloquent  sermon  in  its  behalf,  and  that  a 
copy  be  requested  for  publication. 

Resolved,  That  the  agent  be  authorized  to  print  3,000  copies  for 
sale  and  distribution. 

The  Rev.  Dr.  Littlejohn  moved  to  add  a 4th  and  5th  Section  to 
the  8th  By-Law  of  the  Society,  which  was  adopted,  as  follows: 

§ 4.  “ The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  Records  of  the  Society  and  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be 
devolved  upon  him  by  the  Executive  Committee.” 

§ 5.  “The  Secretary  shall  be  ex-officio  a member  of  the  Executive 
Committee.” 


The  Rev.  Mr.  Iloffman  proposed  the  following  amendments  and 
additions  to  die  4th  Section  of  the  7th  By-Law  of  the  Society,  which 
were  adopted,  viz  : To  strike  out  the  words  “ upon  being  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee,”  and  also  “ for  adults,”  and  add,  at 
the  end  of  the  same  section,  the  words,  “ but  subject  to  be  removed 
at  any  time  by  order  of  the  Executive  Committee.  And  this  Com- 
mittee shall  not  be  authorized  to  place  the  imprint  of  this  Society  in 
any  books,  or  to  involve  the  Society  in  any  expense;  but  it  may 
furnish  a certificate  of  its  approbation  to  be  inserted  in  the  approved 
books.” 

The  whole  resolution,  as  amended,  reads  thus : 

§4.  “The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint  at  each  Annual 
or  Triennial  Meeting,  a Committee  of  General  Literature,  of  three 
members,  one  of  which  shall  always  be  a Bishop. 

“ It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  select  and  prepare  Books 
and  Tracts ; also  Commentaries  and  Books  of  Family  and  Private 
devotion  ; and  all  such  Publications  recommended  in  writing  by  this 
Committee,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  Society’s  catalogue  as  ‘ Ap- 
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proved  Books,’  but  subject  to  be  removed  at  any  time  by  order  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

“ And  this  Committee  shall  not  be  authorized  to  place  the  imprint 
of  this  Society  in  any  books,  or  to  involve  the  Society  in  any  ex- 
pense, but  it  may  furnish  a certificate  of  its  approbation,  to  be  in- 
serted in  the  Approved  Books.” 

Bishop  De  Lancey  offered  a substitute  for  part  of  his  resolution 
proposed  at  the  last  meeting,  with  regard  to  adopting  books  of  other 
publishers.  The  substitute  was  accepted,  and  the  resolution  was  then 
passed  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  That  the  plan  of  enlarging  the  list  of  publications  by 
adopting  books  of  other  publishers  and  purchasing  them  in  sheets 
with  the  Society’s  imprint,  and  with  such  corrections  as  our  Editor 
and  Book  Committee  may  require,  is  approved  as  giving  our  books  a 
wider  circulation  ; and  that  the  agent  be  also  authorized  to  dispose 
of  editions  of  our  books  to  other  publishers  with  their  imprint. 

Bishop  De  Lancey  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted : 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  distant  purchasers  always  to 
apply  directly  to  our  Agent  for  books,  instead  of  sending  to  city 
booksellers,  that  the  Society  may  not  lose  the  twenty  or  twenty- 
five  per  cent,  allowed  to  the  trade. 

Mr.  Fairbanks  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
passed : 

Resolved,  That  the  formation  of  Societies,  auxiliary  to  this  Society, 
is  invited  in  each  parish  of  our  Church.  Such  Societies  to  be  enti- 
tled to  purchase  at  its  lowest  wholesale  rates. 

On  motion,  the  Society  adjourned  sine  die.

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ACT  OF  INCORPORATION, 

ADOPTED  BY  THE  SOCIETY,  JUNE  28,  1854. 


An  Act  to  Incorporate  the  General  Protestant  Episcopal 

Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Societal  Passed 

April  loth,  18o4. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New- York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows : 

Sec.  1.  Jonathan  M.  Wain  wright,  Jesse  A.  Spencer,  Edward  Y. 
IJigbee,  William  II.  Lewis,  Benjamin  I.  Haight,  Jacob  L.  Clark, 
Gurdon  S.  Coit,  Francis  Vinton,  Matthew  H.  Henderson,  Charles 
H.  Halsey,  Isaac  II.  Tuttle,  Thomas  C.  Pitkin,  and  Cornelius  E. 
Duffie;  and  John  W.  Mitchell,  George  C.  Morgan,  Abel  T.  Ander- 
son, Alexander  V.  Blake,  Thomas  P.  Cummings,  Edgar  J.  Bartow, 
William  A.  Duncan,  Henry  E.  Pierrepont,  Abraham  B.  Sands,  John 
Hecker,  William  B.  Douglas,  and  John  Buckley,  Jr.,  and  all  such 
others  as  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  become,  members  of  The  Gen- 
eral Protestant  Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book 
Society,  located  in  the  city  of  New- York,  shall  be,  and  are  hereby 
constituted,  a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  “ The  General  Protes- 
tant Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union  and  Church  Book  Society,”  for 
the  publishing  and  for  the  disseminating  of  a literature  in  accordance 
with  the  doctrine,  worship,  and  discipline  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  United  States,  and  for  any  other  purpose  promotive  of 
the  same  object. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Society  shall  be  represented  by,  and  its  powers  be 
vested  in,  the  individuals  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  until 
other  provision  be  made  by  the  Society.  Five  of  the  individuals 
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above  named  shall,  in  the  meantime,  constitute  a quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  the  Society. 

Sec.  3.  Twenty  members  of  the  Society,  at  their  first  meeting, 
shall  he  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  the  Society 
shall  have  power  to  designate,  from  time  to  time,  the  number  neces- 
sary to  constitute  a quorum  of  their  own  body,  and  of  the  boards, 
and  of  the  persons  whom  they  may  designate  for  the  transaction  of 
their  business.  The  management  of  the  affairs  and  concerns  of  the 
said  Society,  when  the  Society  is  not  in  session,  shall  be  conducted 
by  such  board  or  boards,  or  by  such  person  or  persons,  as  are 
now  and  shall  from  time  to  time  be  designated  or  appointed  by  the 
said  Society. 

Sec.  4.  No  omission  or  neglect  of  the  Society  to  meet  or  to  choose 
any  of  their  boards,  committees,  or  officers,  and  no  omission  or  neglect 
of  such  boards  or  committees  to  meet  or  to  choose  any  body  or  bodies 
under  them,  shall  be  deemed  a forfeiture  of  any  of  the  corporate 
privileges  hereby  conferred  ; but  the  same  slia'l  continue  unimpaired 
thereby ; and  on  such  omission  or  neglect,  the  boards,  committees, 
and  officers  of  the  preceding  year,  shall  continue  in  office  until  their 
successors  are  duly  elected. 

Sec.  5.  The  net  income  of  the  said  Society,  arising  from  their  real 
estate,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  annually 

Sec.  6.  The  Society,  as  incorporated  by  this  act,  may  receive  or 
take  and  hold  any  real  or  personal  estate  which  has  been  or  may 
hereafter  be  given,  devised  or  bequeathed,  under  any  last  will  and 
testament  or  other  writing,  by  the  name  of  “The  General  Protestant 
Episcopal  Sunday  School  Union,”  or  by  any  other  name  by  which 
they  may  be  sufficiently  designated. 

Sec.  7.  This  corporation  shall  possess  the  general  powers  and  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  title  third  of  chapter  eighteen 
of  the  first  part  of  the  Revised  Statutes,  so  far  as  the  same  are  appli- 
cable ancl  have  not  been  repealed. 

Sec.  8.  The  corporation  created  by  this  act  shall  have  one  year 
from  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  oi’ganize  and  convene  for  the  trans- 
action of  business  under  such  act. 

Sec.  9.  The  Legislature  may,  at  any  time,  modify  or  repeal  this 
act. 

Sec.  10.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SOCIETY, 

As  Amended,  October,  1859. 


I.  — Members. 

This  Society  sliall  consist  of  the  Bishops  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church,  of  the  Clergy  of  the  same,  of  the  Lay  Deputies  to  the 
General  Convention,  and  of  all  other  members  of  the  Church  who 
shall  contribute  not  less  than  one  dollar  annually  to  its  funds. 

II.  — Officers. 

The  Presiding  Bishop  shall  he,  ex  officio,  President  of  the  Society  ; 
and  the  other  Bishops,  ex  officio,  Vice-Presidents.  There  shall  also 
be  a Secretary  and  a Treasurer,  to  be  elected  triennially. 

III. — Meetings  of  the  Society. 

Meetings  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  triennially  during  the  session 
of  the  General  Convention,  at  the  place  of  meeting  thereof,  when 
the  Board  of  Managers  shall  report  to  the  Society  their  proceedings 
during  the  last  three  years ; and  the  election  of  officers,  by  ballot, 
and  the  appointment  of  the  Board  of  Managers  shall  then  take  place. 
Twenty  members  of  the  Society,  of  whom  a Bishop  must  be  one, 
shall  constitute  a quorum.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may  be 
called  by  the  Executive  Committee  when  deemed  expedient. 

IV.  — Board  of  Managers. 

The  business  of  the  Society  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of 
Managers,  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Treas- 
urer, and  the  Secretary,  one  hundred  clergymen  and  laymen,  to  be 
chosen  at  the  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Society,  and  the  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  the  time  being,  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Vacancies  in  the  elective  offices,  and  in  their  own  body,  occurring  in 
the  intervals  between  the  meetings  of  the  Society,  shall  be  supplied 
by  the  Board  of  Managers. 

V.  — Executive  Committee. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  appoint  an  Executive  Committee  at 
each  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  Triennia 
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Meeting,  consisting  of  twelve  clergymen  and  twelve  laymen ; the 
Bishops  shall  be  members,  ex  officio,  of  this  Committee.  The  Execu- 
tive Committee  shall  have  charge  of  all  the  operations  of  the  Society, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  and  of  the  Society ; and  they 
shall  prepare  an  Annual  Report  to  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers,  which,  when  agreed  to  by  the  Board,  shall  be  published 
and  circulated  as  they  may  direct.  The  Committee  shall  have  power 
to  till  all  vacancies  in  their  own  body,  and  in  the  elective  o (Tices,  occur- 
ring between  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  subject  to  their 
approval. 

YI. — Meetings  of  the  Board,  and  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

1.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  meet  annually,  at  the  time  of  the 
Annual  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Missions;  Biennially,  on  the  day 
after  the  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Society ; and  as  often,  in  addition, 
as  circumstances  may  require.  The  place  of  meeting  shall  be  the 
city  of  New-York,  or  such  other  place  as  they  may  from  time  to 
time  designate.  In  all  questions  in  the  Board  of  Managers,  if  it  be 
required  by  any  one  manager,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  Orders ; 
a majority  of  the  Bishops,  and  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  Laity,  pres- 
ent, being  in  such  case  necessary  to  the  validity  of  any  act  of  the 
Board.  Nine  members  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  of  whom  a Bishop 
must  be  one,  shall  constitute  a quorum.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Board  may  be  called  by  the  Executive  Committee,  when  deemed 
expedient. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  stated  times,  in  the 
city  of  New-York  and  elsewhere,  as  they  may  determine.  Five 
members,  of  whom  a Bishop  must  be  one,  shall  form  a quorum  of  the 
Executive  Committee.  In  case,  however,  of  a vacancy  of  the  Episco- 
pate of  the  Diocese  in  which  the  Committee  meet,  or  of  the  inability  of 
the  Bishop,  from  any  cause,  to  act,  or  to  be  piesent,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee may  proceed  to  the  transaction  of  any  ordinary  or  necessary 
business,  provided  that  seven  members  are  present  and  consenting. 
The  same  rule  in  regard  to  the  vote  by  Orders,  as  in  the  Board  of 
Managers,  shall  apply  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

VII. — Business  Committee,  Editor,  and  Agent. 

1.  The  Executive  Committee,  at  its  first  meeting  after  each  Annual 
or  Triennial  Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  shall  appoint  a 
Business  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members  of  their  own  body.

of  whom  the  Treasurer  shall  be  one.  The  duty  of  this  Committee 
shall  be  to  attend  to  all  such  business  as  shall  be  devolved  upon  them 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an  Edi- 
tor, whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  to  attend  to  all  matters  relating  to  the  correspondence  of 
the  Society,  except  that  devolving  on  the  Agent ; to  select  books, 
and  to  decide  upon  MSS. ; he  shall  also  attend  to  such  other  duties 
as  the  Executive  Committee  may  judge  legitimately  to  belong  to  his 
department.  The  Editor  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a member  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

3.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  power  to  appoint  an 
Agent,  who  shall  have  charge  of  the  Depository,  and  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  attend  to  the  execution  of  orders  for  Books  and  Tracts,  and 
the  other  business  of  the  Depository,  under  the  general  direction  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

4.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  also  appoint,  at  each  Annual  or 
Triennial  Meeting,  a Committee  of  General  Literature,  of  three 
members,  one  of  which  shall  always  be  a Bishop- 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Committee  to  select  and  prepare 
Books  and  Tracts,  also  Commentaries  and  Books  of  Family  and  Pri- 
vate Devotion ; and  all  such  publications,  recommended  in  writing 
by  this  Committee,  shall  be  placed  upon  the  Society’s  Catalogue  as 
“Approved  Books,”  but  subject  to  be  removed  at  any  time,  by  order 
of  the  Executive  Committee.  And  this  Committee  shall  not  be  au- 
thorized to  place  the  imprint  of  this  Society  in  any  books,  or  to 
involve  the  Society  in  any  expense  ; but  it  may  furnish  a certificate 
of  its  approbation,  to  be  inserted  in  the  approved  books. 

VIII. — Treasurer  and  Secretary. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  disburse  no  moneys,  except  when  ordered 
to  do  so  by  the  Executive  Committee ; and  for  all  sums  so  paid,  he 
shall  exhibit  to  the  Auditing  Committee,  when  required  by  them  to 
do  so,  the  proper  vouchers- 

2.  The  Treasurer  shall  exhibit  to  the  Executive  Committee,  at 
every  meeting  thereof,  his  books  of  accounts,  or  an  abstract  there- 
from, for  the  guidance  of  the  Committee  in  their  appropriations. 

3.  The  Treasurer  shall  be,  ex  officio , a member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

4.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  Society,  and  of  the 
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Board  of  Managers,  and  discharge  such  other  duties  as  may  be  de- 
volved upon  him  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

5.  The  Secretary  shall  be,  ex  officio,  a member  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

IX. — Auditing  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall,  at  least  one  month  previous  to 
each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Hoard  of  Managers,  appoint  a Commit- 
tee, whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  audit  the  Treasurer’s  accounts,  and  to 
certify  to  the  Board  of  Managers  the  exact  condition  of  the  funds  of 
the  Society. 

X. — Contributions,  Donations,  &c. 

Contributions,  donations,  and  bequests,  to  this  Society,  the  objects 
of  which  are  not  designated,  shall  be  appropriated  under  the  direction 
of  the  Executive  Committee. 

XI. — Permanent  Fund. 

A Permanent  Fund  shall  be  established  by  the  Board  of  Managers, 
of  any  moneys  given  to  the  Society  for  that  specific  purpose,  of  which 
the  interest  only  shall  be  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board  of  Managers. 

XII. — Patrons,  Honorary  Managers,  and  Life  Members. 

1.  Every  member  of  the  Church  who  has  heretofore  contributed, 
or  shall  hereafter  contribute,  to  the  funds  of  this  Society,  the  sum  of 
thirty  dollars  at  one  payment,  shall  be  a Member  thereof  for  life ; 
every  member  of  the  Church  who  has  contributed,  or  who  shall 
hereafter  contribute,  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  at  one  payment,  shall 
be  an  Honorary  Manager  thereof  for  life;  and  every  member  of  the 
Church  who  has  contributed,  or  shall  hereafter  contribute,  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  dollars  at  one  payment,  shall  be  a Patron  of  the  Society. 

2.  Every  Life  Member  of  this  Society  shall  hereafter  have  the 
privilege  of  bestowing  annually  upon  any  Parish,  Sunday  School,  or 
Missionary  Station,  $2  worth  of  books  published  by  the  Society ; 
every  Honorary  Manager  shall  have  the  like  privilege,  to  the  amount 
of  S3  50  worth  of  books  ; every  Patron  shall  have  the  like  privilege, 
to  the  amount  of  $7  worth  of  books.  Such  annual  privileges,  how- 
ever, when  not  used,  shall  not  be  held  to  accumulate  from  year  to  year 
to  the  credit  of  any  Life  Member,  Honorary  Manager,  or  Patron. 

XIII.  — Amendments. 

Amendments  of  these  By-Laws  may  be  made  by  concurrence  of 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  of  the  Society. 
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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE, 

As  Amended  Nov.  1,  1859. 


I. — Meetings. 

Sec.  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  on  the  Tuesday  after 
the  Feast  of  the  Epiphany,  the  first  Tuesday  in  March,  the  Thursday 
in  Easter  Week,  the  first  Tuesday  in  May,  the  second  Tuesday  in 
September,  the  first  Tuesday  in  November,  and  the  day  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  before  and  after  said  meet- 
ing,  at  such  time  and  place  as  they,  from  time  to  time,  shall  order. 
Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  at  the  request  of  a 
Bishop,  or  of  any  three  members.  A quorum  not  appearing,  any 
number  not  less  than  three  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  to  such  time 
as  they  may  appoint. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever,  under  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
Society,  the  Committee  are  competent  to  proceed  to  the  transaction 
of  ordinary  or  necessary  business,  without  a Bishop,  a Chairman 
shall  be  chosen  from  among  the  members  present,  and  the  question, 
formally  taken  whether  the  Committee  will  proceed  to  business. 

Sec.  3.  The  order  of  proceedings  at  each  stated  meeting,  shall  be 
as  follows  : 

1.  Devotional  Exercises. 

2.  Reading  of  the  Minutes. 

3.  Report  of  the  Treasurer.

II. — The  Secretary. 

A Secretary  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  ballot,  from,  among  the 
members  of  the  Committee,  who  shall  keep  the  Minutes  of.  its  Pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  remain  at  the  Depository. 
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m. — The  Editor. 

The  Editor  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  nominations  having  been  made 
at  a previous  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In  addition  to 
the  duties  specified  in  Section  2d  of  By-Law  VII.  of  the  Society,  the 
Editor  shall  examine  various  works  published  at  home  and  abroad, 
with  a view  to  the  selection  of  such  as  may  be  suitable  for  publica- 
tion by  the  Society ; shall  carry  the  publications  of  the  Society 
through  the  press ; shall  attend  at  the  Depository,  daily,  at  such 
stated  hours  as  may  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee ; and 
shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  deemed 
necessary.  He  shall  also  keep  a record  of  his  acts,  which  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  may  call  for  at  any  time,  and  shall  make  an  Annual 
Report  of  his  proceedings. 

IV. — Standing  Committees. 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees,  viz.  :

The  Book  Committee  ; The  Business  Committee ; The  Committee  on 
Applications  for  Donations;  The  Auditing  Committee;  and  The 
Committee  on  the  Annual  Report. 

Sec.  2.  The  Book  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members,  and,  in 
conjunction  with  the  Editor,  shall  have  charge  of  the  selection  of 
books  for  publication  and  sale,  and  the  recommendation  of  sums  to 
be  paid  for  copyrights.  They  shall  keep  minutes  of  all  their  pro- 
ceedings, which  shall  be  laid  before  the  Executive  Committee  at  each 
meeting  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  The  Business  Committee,  which  consists  of  four  members,  in 
addition  to  the  Treasurer,  shall  have  power  to  rent,  for  longer  or 
shorter  periods,  suitable  rooms  for  the  Depository  of  the  Society  ; and 
to  let  out  those  portions  of  the  premises  thus  taken,  which  may  not  be 
needed  for  the  purposes  of  the  Institution,  upon  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions as  they  may  judge  best  for  the  interests  of  the  Society  ; to  author- 
ize the  employment  of  subordinate  agents  in  the  service  of  the  Society; 
to  direct  the  purchase,  in  quantities  that  may  seem  to  them  desirable, 
of  books  which  have  been  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee;  to 
borrow  money  and  make  contracts  for  the  carrying  on,  economically 
and  efficiently,  the  operations  with  which  it  is  charged ; and  to  act  in 
all  matters  relating  to  the  financial  concerns  of  the  Society.  Three 
members  shall  constitute  a quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ; 
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and  the  minutes  of  its  proceedings  shall  he  presented  at  each  stated 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Committee  on  Applications  for  Donations  shall  consist  of 
the  Editor,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Agent.  They  shall  receive  all  ap- 
plications for  donations  of  the  books  of  the  Society,  and  shall  have 
power  to  make  appropriations  within  the  limits  of  the  funds  devoted 
to  this  purpose.  They  shall  report  their  action  at  each  meeting  of 
the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  consist  of  three  members  ; and 
shall  audit  the  Treasurer’s  annual  accounts,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  in  relation  to  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the  Institution,  as  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  committed  to  them. 

Sec.  6.  The  Committee  on  the  Annual  Report  shall  consist  of  the 
Secretary,  the  Editor,  the  Agent,  and  the  Treasurer,  who  shall  pre- 
pare the  same ; and  at  the  last  meeting  in  each  year,  shall  call  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  to  all  unfinished  business  of  the  Society, 
of  the  Board,  and  of  the  several  Committees. 

Sec.  7.  The  Book  Committee,  the  Business  Committee,  and  the 
Auditing  Committee,  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  ballot,  and  shall 
hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

V. — Examination  of  Books  to  he  printed , (j-c. 

Sec.  1.  Every  manuscript  and  book,  in  order  to  pass  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  for  publication  : 

1.  Shall  be  examined  and  reported  upon  favorably,  in  writing, 
by  the  Editor : 

2.  Shall  be  submitted  to  the  Book  Committee,  and  approved  by 
them ; 

3.  Shall  he  adopted,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Book  Com- 
mittee, by  a unanimous  vote : in  case,  however,  any  member 
object,  the  manuscript  or  book  shall  lie  over  to  the  next  stated 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee,  when  it  must  receive  a 
vote  in  its  favor  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  2.  No  book  shall  be  published  until  it  shall  have  been  ap- 
proved by  at  least  one  Bishop  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  3.  No  book  shall  be  sold  in  the  Depository,  as  an  approved 
hook , unless  recommended  by  the  Editor  and  Book  Committee,  or  by 
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the  Committee  of  General  Literature,  who  shall  report  the  same  to 
the  Executive  Committee.  Other  hooks  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Editor,  be  placed  on  the  shelves  of  the  Depository,  for  sale,  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  4.  The  Agent  shall  have  power  to  execute  jobs  of  printing, 
when  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  Editor  and  Business  Committee. 

VI. — Repeal  of  former  By-Laws. 

All  former  By-Laws  of  this  Committee  are  hereby  repealed.
